4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
convey property taken by the town in default of redemption of tax 
sales, the procedure to be as follows: A. If to the party who failed 
to redeem the property, the consideration shall be the payment of 
all back taxes, including interest and penalties and all expenses re- 
lated to said sale or sales, as determined by the Selectmen.

In reviewing this year’s budget with Selectmen and departments, the Committee feels that all concerned have 
made a major “‘hold the line’’ effort to keep costs and, therefore, taxes in check as nearly as can be reasonably 


expected. 


Please note, for instance, that this year’s budget is apparently less than last year’s even when you add in the war- 


rant items calling for money and the proposed welfare increase. 
Our own proposed changes are as follows: 


General Highway — Decrease by $350.00 from $13,640.00 to $13,290.00 to be accomplished by discontin- 
uing Highway’s telephone now located in the Town Office. 
Old Age Assistance — Increase by $2,000.00 from $3,000.00 to $5,000.00. This is based on legal obligation 


of the Town and is a more realistic estimate of cost. 


Recreation — Decrease by $80.00 from $1,130.00 to $1,050.00. Expense was for planting of Christmas tree.

The proper way to summon the Mont Vernon Fire Department 
is to call 673-3131 which is the Milford Communication Center. Be 
sure to state your name, street address and the fact that you live in 
Mont Vernon. 

During the year 1982, your Fire Department responded to 51 
calls including 3 brush fires and 12 chimney fires. There was one 
structure fire in which Earl Witty’s barn was destroyed. Several of 
the chimney fires happened in homes which have been burning 
wood for some time. Several of the fires caused damage to the 
chimney including cracked or broken flue tiles and chimney block. 

Please avoid this potentially hazardous and expensive event by in- 
specting your chimney for creosote on a regular basis. Information 
about proper woodstove installation can be obtained from the Fire 
Department or the Daland Library. 

There were two major events in the department this past year. 
First, Joe Carleton retired after serving over 25 years as Chief and 
Forest Fire Warden. We sincerely appreciate these many years of 
service to the department and the Town. Also, we constructed a 
hose drying tower as authorized at the last Town Meeting. Ex- 
cellent leadership for the project was provided by Peter Ecklund. 

We urge all residents to equip their living and sleeping quarters 
with smoke detectors which are proven life-saving devices. 

State law requires that written burning permits be obtained for 
all outdoor burning when the ground is not covered with snow.

Librarian Maureen Hony- 
church-Matz and her two assistants, Cindy Hodges and Mary 
Jane MacGillivary, have done a fine job buying books and pro- 
moting circulation. 

The Friends of the Library are active. A story hour was 
started for pre-schoolers; money raised at a yard sale for chil- 
dren’s book purchases; and a new sign is in place at the Library. 
The Friends are rearranging the children’s section for better 
utilization of space. 

The Friends are also making plans for a course for 5th and 
6th graders to learn the proper ways of using the library for 
research papers. This is important for students attending Mil- 
ford Junior and Senior High Schools. Anyone interested in join- 
ing or helping the Friends of the Library is welcome. 

Due to state budget cuts, the bookmobile comes only three 
times a year with books that have been pre-selected. The books 
supplement ones purchased by the Library. Ms. Honychurch- 
Matz will order books from the State Library on request. 

The Library Trustees and the Daland Trustees are devising a 
long-range plan for improving the Library. Areas under in- 
vestigation include landscaping and parking facilities. 

Over-due books continue to plague the staff. A book 
depository is located at the front door of the Library where you 
can return your books in the dark of night and avoid the modest 
fine. You are invited to return your books. As always, the staff 
welcomes suggestions for book purchases and ways the Library 
can improve its services.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment heard three cases in 1982: one 
variance and two special exceptions. Included in this group was a 
request to operate a bank in the General Store. 

In order to assist future applicants, a committee of the board is 
developing a checklist of requirements that must be met before a 
hearing can be scheduled. The checklist is designed to expedite the 
hearing process for both applicants and the board, and is based on 
State statutes. 

Also under consideration is a process that will allow the ZBA to 
request advice from the Planning Board. Final decision for all ap- 
plications remains with the ZBA but Planning Board expertise will 
be helpful in certain cases to provide background information. 

All hearings of the ZBA are open to the public, and testimony 
can be given by any interested parties. The board meets on the third 
Tuesday of the month when applications are pending. 

Members of the ZBA are Ronald A. Frank, Chairman; Walter 
Collins, Clerk; Charles Buck; Phyllis Garnett; and Allan 
MacGillivary. Alternate members are Albert Dudley, W. Guild 
Smith, Vincent H. Swanick, Perley Trow, and Arvid Wilson.

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MONT VERNON PLANNING BOARD 


Again this year the Mont Vernon subdivision approvals re- 
flected the slowdown in the economy with only three (3) additional 
lots being created. Other approvals consisted of one (1) subdivision 
renewal and two (2) existing plans signed for registration. 

As part of the ongoing work being done to complete the Mont 
Vernon Master Plan, the Board requested funds for new maps to be 
drawn. The Board completed an inventory of existing maps and 
outlined to the Town the specific maps needed to best aid in inter- 
preting our current zoning. The March Town Meeting approved the 
request and the Board awarded contracts to the Nashua Regional 
Planning Commission for one (1) Base Map and one (1) Soils Map 
and to the Sewall Co. of Old Town, Maine for one (1) subdivision 
map. These maps have recently been completed and can be seen at 
the Town Hall. 

Three major areas were covered at work sessions held during 
the year. They include Chapters 1-3 of the Master Plan; legal 
requirements of the State for planning board procedures and pro- 
posed changes in the non-residential site plan review regulations. 

In continuing the goal for the harmonious development of the 
Town, the Planning Board has proposed an ordinance this year for 
a Limited Commercial District in Mont Vernon. The intent is to en- 
courage small scale clean non-residential development which will 
increase employment opportunities, broaden the tax base and pro- 
vide services to the community. 

Members of the Planning Board have spent a great deal of time 
in reviewing our current regulations and planning for future 
development. They welcome all suggestions and input from towns- 
people. 

Meetings are held the 4th Tuesday of each month at 8:00 p.m. 
in the Town Hall. All are invited to attend.

MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 9, 1982 


The Annual Town Meeting of Mont Vernon, New Hampshire, 
was opened by Moderator Walter Kilian at 10:00 a.m. on Tuesday, 
March 9, 1982. After demonstrating the ballot boxes were empty, 
Moderator Kilian sealed the ballot boxes and called the meeting to 
order. He read Articles 1. through 5. of the Warrant for the Annual 
School Meeting and Articles 1. and 2 . of the Warrant for the An- 
nual Town Meeting, with action on the succeeding Town Warrant 
Articles to be deferred until 7:30 p.m. Moderator Kilian announced 
the absentee ballots would be opened at 3:00 p.m. He declared the 
polls open at 10:05 a.m. 

At 7:00 p.m. Moderator Kilian declared the polls closed, all 
present having voted. At 7:30 p.m. he called the Meeting to order in 
the upper Town Hall and led the assembly in the Pledge of 
Allegiance. Reverend Richard Tulip offered a prayer. Moderator 
Kilian stated the ground rules and procedures to be followed during 
the Meeting. He called attention to copies of the Town Report 
available at the front of the hall. He stated the ballot clerks were 
counting the votes cast, that he would announce the results and that 
those elected and present would be sworn in immediately after the 
Meeting. Mr. Kilian announced that the Annual School District 
Meeting would be held in the Town Hall at 7:30 p.m. on Thursday, 
March 18, 1982. 

The Moderator called everyone’s attention to page two of the 
1981 Town Report which was the dedication to the late Selectmen’s 
Secretary, Bette Wilson, who passed away suddenly November 25, 
1981. 

Mr. Kilian thanked the Town Budget Committee for their ser- 
vice. The committee members were Roy Thomsen, chairman; 
Roger Pinchard; Perley Trow; Nina Thomson; William Hunt; 
Martha Chrestensen, the School Board representative; and Bryant 
Ricker, of the Board of Selectmen. 

The Moderator announced that voting and action on the first 
two articles on the Warrant had commenced at 10:00 a.m. and 
action on Articles 3 through 11 had been deferred until the evening 
at 7:30 p.m. 

Article 3. Bryant Ricker, Selectman, made the motion, sec- 
onded by Keith Pomeroy, to see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. There was no discussion. Motion carried by voice vote. 

Article 4. Selectman Ricker made the motion, seconded by 
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Keith Pomeroy, to see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to convey property taken by the town in default of redemption 
of tax sales, the procedure to be as follows: 

A. If to the party who failed to redeem the property, the con- 
sideration shall be the payment of all back taxes, including interest 
and penalties and all expenses related to said sale or sales, as deter- 
mined by the Selectmen. 

B. If to any other party, the sale shall be by public auction or 
sealed bids in accordance with N.H. RSA 80:42. 

There was no discussion and the Article carried by voice vote. 

Article 5. Mr. Ricker made the motion, seconded by Mr. 
Pomeroy, to see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend money from state, 
federal or any other governmental unit or a private source which 
becomes available during the year in accordance with the pro- 
cedures set forth in RSA 31:95b. There was no discussion. The 
Article carried by voice vote. 

Article 6. Roy Thomsen made the motion, seconded by Robert 
Wolf, to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $156.00 to be used as the Town’s contribution to a study which 
will identify aquifers and groundwater supplies. This study will be 
performed by the U.S. Geological Survey and sponsored by the 
Nashua Regional Planning Commission. (By Petition) The motion 
carried by voice vote. 

Article 7. Joseph Carleton made the motion, seconded by 
Kevin Pomeroy, to see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $4,500.00 to construct a hose drying tower for 
the Fire Department. (By Petition) 

Joseph Carleton, seconded by Kevin Pomeroy, made the mo- 
tion to amend Article 7. to read ‘‘To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 to construct a hose dry- 
ing tower for the Fire Department.’’ Mr. Carleton, Fire Chief, ex- 
plained that fire hose must be dried after each use. The hose will rot 
or burst soon if not dried. He stated proper facilities are needed. 
Two hose drying racks were built in 1947. One rack was removed to 
accommodate the new fire truck. Chief Carleton described the pro- 
posed structure as an 8 by 8 foot tower located behind the center 
section of the fire station and 32 feet tall, four feet shorter than the 
present cupola. It would be of wood construction with no exterior 
doors for entry. The amendment offers a reduced cost because the 
firemen pledged to assist with construction and Roy Thomsen, who 
had drawn up the plans, had offered to be boss of the project. 

The question was raised as to why the fire department could not 
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use its own money to build the facility. Chief Carleton explained 
that the Fire Department was given money by the Reagan, B. 
Carleton and Raymond families to be used to help out families of 
firemen, should that ever become necessary. The capital could not 
be spent except for that purpose. 

Nancy Frank inquired if the Historic District Commission had 
approved the design. Mary Collins, Historic District member, 
stated that the Fire Department had not yet presented its plan but 
that it must come before the Commission for approval. There was 
further discussion. Paul Schneiderhan, seconded by Joseph Mauro, 
called the question. Moderator Kilian called a rising vote on the 
amendment to reduce the amount raised and appropriated to 
$2500.00. The amendment carried 120 in favor and none against. 

Al Ryder, seconded by Gary Cole, made a motion to amend the 
Article to change the word ‘‘tower’’ to ‘‘mechanism.’’ After some 
discussion, the Moderator called a rising vote. 62 in favor, 49 
against. The amendment carried. The amended motion to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2500.00 to con- 
struct a hose drying mechanism for the Fire Department was voted 
by rising vote in the affirmative: 93 Yes, 31 No. 

Article 8. The motion was made by Selectman Ricker, sec- 
onded by Lee Thomson, to adopt the following ordinance: 

Any person who shall put or place or cause to be put or placed, 
any snow or ice upon the surface of the travelled portion of any 
Town road, shall be guilty of a violation and subject to a fine of 
$50.00, plus costs. 

Mr. Ricker explained most private snowplowing is done well; 
some puts public safety at risk and necessitates Town removal. The 
Selectmen would administer the ordinance. After further discus- 
sion a voice vote was called. Moderator Kilian was in doubt and 
asked for a rising vote. The motion carried Yes 72 No 46. 

Article 9. The motion was made by Mr. Ricker and seconded 
by Selectman Darold Rorabacher to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $259,939.46 for the 1982 Operating and Maintenance Budget. 
The Moderator read the budget line by line for discussion and 
amendment. 

Roy Thomsen made the motion, seconded by Roger Pinchard, 
to amend the Planning and Zoning appropriation by reducing the 
amount of $3850.00 to $1850. The amendment would delete the 
proposed appropriation for new zoning maps. 

Mary Collins, Planning Board member, spoke in favor of the 
original sum explaining that new maps were needed. She displayed 
samples and explained costs. Planning Board member Linda Foster 
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explained that if the same type of maps could be obtained for less 
elsewhere, the Board would purchase the less expensive set. By 
voice vote, the amendment was defeated. 

Linda Foster made the motion, seconded by Robert Wolf, to 
amend by reducing the Planning and Zoning appropriation of 
$3850.00 by $900.00 to $2950.00. The motion to amend carried by 
voice vote. 

Roy Thomsen, chairman of the Town Budget Committee, re- 
quested that the amount of the Police Budget be reduced by 
$1938.00 from $13,082.90 to $11,144.90. The request was affirmed 
by voice vote. 

The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, seconded by Al Ryder, 
to amend the Highway Maintenance account by increasing the 
amount from $86,906.82 to $91,900.00 to be raised in the following 
manner: To appropriate from Revenue Sharing Funds $9,831.86 
and to raise and appropriate $82,068.14 from taxes. Roy Thomsen 
spoke against the increase and stated that the Town Budget Com- 
mittee would like to lower the amount. During discussion on the 
amendment, questions arose about the salaries of the employees, 
whether there was to be an increase of 8.5% or 11%. The final 
amount is left to the Selectmen. The question was called. A 
standing vote on the amendment to increase the Highway Main- 
tenance account: 64 were in favor, 32 against. 

Roy Thomsen made the motion, seconded by Nina Thomson, 
to reduce the General Highway account by $250.00 from 
$12,975.00 to $12,725.00. The reduction has to do with replace- 
ment of the broom on the road sweeper. The motion carried by 
voice vote. 

Roy Thomsen made the motion, seconded by Lee Thomson, to 
reduce the Parks and Recreation account by $475.00 from 
$1,250.00 to $775.00. Kevin Pomeroy and Janet Reis, Recreation 
Commission members, spoke in favor of the original item saying 
that town recreational events had been well attended. They felt the 
programs gave town children something to do and helped keep 
families together. The amendment to reduce the Parks and Recrea- 
tion account was defeated by voice vote. 

Roy Thomsen made the motion, seconded by Roger Pinchard, 
to increase the Insurance account by $2,200.00 from $12,264.00 to 
$14,464.00. He explained that this amount was a more accurate 
one. The motion carried by voice vote. 

The 1982 Town Budget was increased by $4,105.18, from 
$259,939.46 to $264,044.64. The amended budget was adopted by 
voice vote. 
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Article 10. To act on reports of all Town Officers, Agents, 
Auditors, Committees, etc. and raise and appropriate any money 
relative thereto. 

The motion was made by Bryant Ricker, seconded by Keith 
Pomeroy, that the Town officially accept the amended page 17 
(loose leaf) of the 1981 Town Report. Auditor Paul Chrestensen 
gave the auditors’ report saying that a $150,000 certificate of 
deposit had been overlooked at the time the Town Report was 
printed. This find will slow the rate of increase of the tax rate for 
1982. The Meeting voted affirmatively to accept these reports as 
well as those in the Town Report. 

Article 11. To transact any other business which may legally 
come before said meeting. 

Moderator Kilian thanked the election officials for their work 
throughout the day and evening. He called attention to the Lamson 
Farm display on the stage. Mr. Kilian invited those citizens inter- 
ested in serving on next year’s Budget Committee to contact him.

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Final Report of the 
SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE 


Authorized at the Mont Vernon School District 
Meeting March 1982 


Members of this committee are: Eileen Naber, Chairman, 
Helen Rowe, Jay Wilson, Dorothy Smith, Mary Ann Harris, 
Ronald Frank, Martha Chrestensen, Helene Bickford, Marion 
Dube, and Damon Russell, ex officio. 


We were charged to review the quality and effectiveness of the 
Mont Vernon School system. The committee determined this study 
should cover only grades R-6, the grades over which there is direct 
control. 

The first part of this report covers input from town residents. 
The second indicates the local academic standings as shown by the 
national testing scores, namely the Stanford Achievement Tests 
(SAT) given each year in grades 2, 4, and 6. 

The committee compiled a comprehensive questionnaire which 
was mailed to all households in town. Funds to have this survey 
printed were made available from the Mont Vernon School Board. 
The Kenmore Stamp Co. donated the postage for this mailing. A 
total of 410 surveys were mailed with 40 returned which represents 
10%. The comments were tabulated and the following summary 
was drawn. 

In several categories, the survey respondents gave strong 
positive opinions. Just over 87% felt that teachers are concerned 
about students, while 97% said it was easy to make an appointment 
with the Principal. Slightly more (98%) felt it was easy to make an 
appointment with teachers, and 92% agreed that regulations for 
students were reasonable. Eighty-four percent of those who an- 
swered felt that students and teachers maintain good working rela- 
tionships, whereas 71% said students receive the personal attention 
needed, such as help in class. The survey showed, also, that 92% of 
the residents responding believed that Mont Vernon Elementary 
Teachers are generally competent. 

The survey showed that there were four areas of concern. First, 
58% thought communications between the school and town 
residents to be inadequate. Survey comments indicate a desire for 
better explanation of various school programs. Second, while 48% 
felt that teachers place the right amount of emphasis on developing 
critical thinking skills, there were 86% who felt more imaginative 
learning problems are needed in our schools. Third, 59% of the 
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respondents said that they were required to help their children with 
school work at home. Fourth, 65% of the respondents felt that dis- 
cipline needed improvement. Comments indicated that more im- 
provement was needed at the Village School. 

Statistics compiled from the returned surveys indicate that little 
or no improvement is needed in Reading, Science or Social Studies. 
However, this was not true in the areas of Spelling, English, Pen- 
manship and Mathematics where 40% to 50% of those surveyed 
wanted improvements ranging in scope from ‘‘some’’ to ‘‘much’’. 

Generally speaking all other areas covered by the survey were 
found to be acceptible. 

SAT scores in Mont Vernon have consistently been higher than 
national averages. Over the years students have made progress on 
the complete battery of tests. Analysis of the average scores in each 
of the sub-tests on the SAT’s also indicates good progress.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and citizens of Milford and Mont Vernon, 
I respectfully submit my third annual report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools. This report will reflect upon activities which 
occurred during the 1981-82 school year. 

The financial management during this last year has resulted in 
not only eliminating the deficit in the Milford School budget, but 
also returning excess revenue, which was used to reduce the tax 
burden. The approved 1981-82 budget for Milford was $5,039,541, 
of which all but $7,780 was used to support the public schools. The 
School District, however, received excess revenue which made it 
possible to return over $100,000 as the unreserved fund balance. 

A similar situation occurred for Mont Vernon where excess 
revenue made it possible to return over $25,000 as their unreserved 
fund balance. The return of these funds is applied against the total 
assessment thus reducing the amount needed to be raised by taxes. 

The Central Office now has all payrolls on the computer as well 
as the accounts payable. Work is still underway in establishing 
financial management reports. During this interim, financial data 
is still being maintained on a manual system as a safeguard and 
backup for the information being processed by the computer. The 
process is being crossed-over; and by the end of fiscal 1983, every- 
thing will be done by computer. The implementation of these pro- 
grams has required a great deal of dedication on the part of those 
involved at the Central Office for which they need to be com- 
mended. 

The next programs to be computerized are the inventory of all 
school property and a personnel information bank. These pro- 
grams will greatly enhance the operational ability of the Central 
Office. 

During the last year, there have been numerous meetings with 
the Amherst, Milford, and Mont Vernon School Boards in an at- 
tempt to develop an alternative education plan for the education of 
high school students after the termination of the AREA Agreement 
in 1986. The Joint Committee has developed a proposed tuition 
agreement which will assure the continuance of students to attend 
the Milford AREA Senior High School for a three-year period of 
time. The agreement would be renewed each year, thus providing 
each school district ample time to plan and develop other alter- 
natives if and when it becomes necessary or advisable. The agree- 
ment also provides for monthly joint meetings which would involve 
all school board members from the three towns. These meetings 
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would be advisory only with all legal responsibilities still resting 
with the Milford School Board. 

We have in our elementary and secondary schools today the 
generation of people who will lead our State and Nation between 
the years 1994 and 2047. Our high school seniors, now about eigh- 
teen, will be about thirty years of age entering the most productive 
period of their lives in 1994. It is really important to invest in the 
education and training of this generation of people. 

An investment in people pays off. People are our most impor- 
tant resources. Educated people are our best hope for a viable 
economy, a strong defense, and a strong, competitive position 
among the nations of the world. 

It is becoming more and more difficult to maintain a good level 
of quality education when both the Federal and State Governments 
are cutting back in sharing the cost. As an illustration of this prob- 
lem, the Federal Government is proposing to cut as much as 36% 
of their support for schools. Programs for the disadvantaged, 
youth employment programs, assistance for the handicapped and 
student loans are but a sample of proposed cuts. 

The State has also limited their support for the high cost of edu- 
cating the handicapped. They have eliminated support for the 
School Administrative Units, Incentive Aid, and are now limiting 
full funding of Building Aid. This all results in placing a greater 
burden on the local property taxpayer in order to maintain the 
educational system. 

Now is the time to encourage the schools to become even better, 
help them improve what must be improved and that the knowledge 
and skills are being taught to assure today’s youth will be well edu- 
cated adults of the future. 

I extend my appreciation to the members of the School Board, 
the professional and support staff in the Central Office, assistance 
and cooperation of professional colleagues and the students and 
citizens who have dedicated themselves in providing our youth with 
the opportunity for quality education.

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INSTRUCTIONAL REPORT — 1981 - 1982 


Our 1981-82 school year greeted two new staff members as a 
change in instructional associates was made. In our teaching staff, 
Robin Drouin replaced David Norris, Grade VI Teacher, while 
Nancy Sandahl was hired to replace Betty Linatsas, Readiness 
Room Teacher. In our part-time staff, two changes were made. 
Suzanne Price replaced Barbara Henzel, Music Teacher, and Ann 
Howard replaced Martha Peck, Physical Education Teacher. 

Building a strong educational foundation for our Grades Readi- 
ness through VI students and guiding them through this experience 
is one of the main goals of the elementary school program. With a 
dedicated staff who cares for the individual child, programs are de- 
veloped to meet their needs. 

The Special Needs Classes continue to add depth to those in 
greater need of an individualized program. In place are careful 
screening procedures, appropriate material and time on task, 
specialized instruction, and materials to supplement the regular 
classroom work. 

Those children in need of a broader more enriched curriculum 
in the academic and/or artistic fields are given the opportunity to 
fulfill their needs in the enrichment classes. The open-door policy 
continues in which the students may be in the program to fulfill an 
interest area or are able to pursue and explore areas of enrichment 
for the entire school year. 

Curriculum work in all areas is being evaluated annually as 
Mont Vernon staff members join the School Administrative Unit 
No. 40 staff in this team effort. As part of our on-going plan which 
mandates a review of central areas, our Social Studies curriculum 
was evaluated with a thrust for new materials to be ordered. 

The Stanford Achievement Tests this year once again indicate 
continued class average growth with complete battery scores above 
the National norm. 

The Readiness Program continues to have a very effective pro- 
gram. Many children benefited from varied experiences that helped 
to develop the whole child. It was a successful year and remains a 
wholesome, happy initiation into school life. 

Due to the availability of a Federal Grant, a TRS-80 Model III 
computer was added to the Village School. The Computer Literacy 
Program continues with students and staff involved. Programs for 
use in the strengthening specific skill are available. There are 
several diskettes available for use with the new Model III disc drive 
computer which contain a variety of teacher developed, student de- 
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veloped, and commercial developed programs. These range from 
educational games to Math programs, drills, vocabulary develop- 
ment and estimation problems. A number of programs are avail- 
able for student use. 

We were pleased to receive a donation from the McCollom 
Trustees to purchase a Commodore VIC-20 with supporting soft- 
ware to be used with the students in attendance at the McCollom 
School. : 

The Computer Assisted Diagnostic Prescriptive Program was 
fully implemented this year. The computer was used to diagnose 
and prescribe learning activities based on skill needs. 

The Accountability Program continues where students are 
tested on basic skills using specific items in the Stanford Achieve- 
ment Test and also a teacher component at Grades II, IV, and VI. 
This evaluation aids staff members in an on-going remediation pro- 
gram where weak areas occur. 

Our School Volunteer Program continues to flourish. The in- 
terest, team work, and dedication to the needs of the elementary 
schools make this group of citizens a very important part of our 
educational scene. 

This year, at the McCollom School, the School Volunteers were 
responsible for initiating the idea and working to develop a new 
playground area for the children in Grades Readiness through III. 
The volunteers continue to’work at both schools in tutoring 
students individually or in small groups to extend skills taught by 
the teacher. Special classroom projects are given attention by the 
school volunteers as they help staff in making it all happen. 

Once again, we thank you, the citizens of Mont Vernon, for 
your continued support.

At 10:25 p.m. the Moderator read the results of the voting and 
declared the following elected:

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SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
OF MONT VERNON, NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Mont Vernon Town Hall 
March 18, 1982 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Moderator 
Walter Kilian, who led the assembly in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
The Moderator then said the Invocation and reviewed the rules of 
the meeting. 

Article I: To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer and fix the annual compensation of any 
other officers or agents of the District. 

Mr. Lambarth moved that this Article be tabled and acted upon 
under Article VII. Seconded by Mrs. Chrestensen and passed by 
voice vote. 

Article II: To hear the report of agents, auditors, committees, 
or officers chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Mrs. Chrestensen moved that the School District Report be 
accepted as printed. Seconded by Mr. Lambarth and passed by 
voice vote. 

Article III: To choose agents and committees in relation to any 
subject embraced in this Warrant. 

Mr. Lambarth moved that this Article be passed over. Seconded 
by Mrs. Chrestensen and passed by voice vote. 

Article IV: To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to make application for, accept, and expend on 
behalf of the District any or all grants or other funds for educa- 
tional purposes which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from 
the United States Government or from the State of New Hampshire 
or from any other source. 

Mrs. Chrestensen moved that the School District authorize the 
School Board to make application for, accept, and expend on 
behalf of the District any and all grants or other funds for educa- 
tional purposes which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from 
the United States Government or from the State of New Hampshire 
or from any other source. Seconded by Mr. Lambarth and passed 
by voice vote. 

Article V: To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,550 for painting the exterior of the Village 
School or take any other action relative thereto. 

Mr. Lambarth moved that the School District raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,550 for painting the exterior of the Village 
School. Seconded by Mrs. Chrestensen. Discussion followed con- 
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cerning the best way to deal with the moisture problem which has 
caused rotting of some of the lower clapboards. The Board stated 
that Public Service will be consulted since the Village School is 
heated by electric heat. Mr. Robert Rowe, Chairman of School 
Budget Review Committee, stated that the Committee supported 
the Article. So voted by voice vote. 

Article VI: To see if the District will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,963 to carpet the second floor of the Mc- 
Collom School or take any other action relative thereto. 

Mrs. Chrestensen moved that the School District raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,963 to carpet the second floor of the Mc- 
Collom School. Seconded by Mr. Lambarth. Discussion followed 
during which Mr. Rowe stated that the Budget Committee did not 
support the Article because upon inspection the floor repair which 
was done previously appears to be adequate. The motion was de- 
feated by voice vote. 

Article VII: To see what sum of money the District will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the schools, for the pay- 
ment of salaries for School District officials and agents, and for 
payment of the statutory obligations of the District. 

Mr. Lambarth moved that the School District raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $759,497 for the support of the schools, for 
the payment of salaries for School District officials and agents, and 
for payment of the statutory obligations of the District. Seconded 
by Mrs. Chrestensen. Discussion followed during which Mr. Lam- 
barth extended the Board’s appreciation to the School Budget 
Committee for their work and recommendations. The budget was 
reviewed by line item and the following amendments made: 

Account 1100-200: The Budget Committee recommended that 
this amount be decreased by $2080 to correct an error in the 
number of family plans from eight to seven. The subtotal was 
amended to read $490,676. Account 2210-270: The Budget Com- 
mittee recommended that this item be reduced by $220 due to an er- 
ror. The subtotal was amended to read $2070. Account 2410-200: 
The Committee recommended increasing this line item by $660 to 
correct an error. Mrs. JoAnn Smith moved that the 2410 account 
be reduced by 10%, the reductions to be made within the account at 
the discretion of the School Board. Motion seconded by Mrs. An- 
drea Galligher. Discussion followed and the motion was defeated 
by a standing count of 23 yes, 24 no votes. The Budget Committee 
recommendation stood to increase the 2410-200 account by $660, 
the subtotal reading $34,046. Account 2540-653: The Committee 
recommended no budget change but felt this item should be put out 
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for competitive bidding. Account 2550-513: The Budget Commit- 
tee recommended that the account be reduced by a total of $4,860 
($2,160 for gasoline and $2700 for the late bus). The assembly 
voted to reduce the account by $2,160 by voice vote, but failed to 
pass the reduction of $2700 for the late bus by a standing vote 
count of 13 yes and 32 no. The line item was changed to read 
$45,900. Account 2560-570: The Budget Committee recommended 
a reduction of $2300 which was passed by voice vote. The line item 
was changed to read $400. i 

The total budget amount was amended to $753,397 by the 
above action and Mr. Lambarth’s motion was passed by voice vote. 

Article VIII: To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to have the School District audit done by an indepen- 
dent public accountant from outside the District. Mrs. Chrestensen 
moved that the School District vote to authorize the School Board 
to have the School District audit done by an independent public 
accountant from outside the District. Seconded by Mr. Lambarth. 
Mr. Lambarth spoke for the School Board and stated that this 
article had been included as a way of bringing to the voters’ atten- 
tion the need to have people file for the office of auditor. He stated 
that an independent auditor would cost approximately $1200. The 
motion was defeated unanimously by voice vote. 

Article IX: To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 

The Moderator thanked the members of the Kindergar- 
ten/Readiness Committee for their work. Mr. Fred Lofgren spoke 
briefly about the Committee’s work and Mrs. Ann Hunt made a 
motion that the assembled body recommend that the School Board 
implement the recommendations 1 through 11 in the Study Com- 
mittee Report. Motion seconded by Mrs. Galligher and passed 25 
toviss 

Mr. Ronald Frank made a motion that the voters of the Mont 
Vernon School District establish a citizens committee to study the 
efficiency and quality of the Mont Vernon educational system. Said 
committee will be appointed by the District Moderator and shall 
issue its report and recommendations for consideration at the 1983 
Mont Vernon School District Annual Meeting. The motion was 
seconded by Mrs. Frank and passed by voice vote. 

Mr. Kilian asked that anyone interested in serving on any of the 
committees should contact him. Mrs. Roberta Wilkins thanked the 
Mont Vernon School Volunteers for the Village School playground 
and the meeting was adjourned at 10:03 p.m.
